HIE seed of a plant is made ‘ep. 
of innumerable tiny cells. . And 
inside ench cell 1s n “nucleus.” And 
inside each nucleus are, “chromosom- 
es," appenring—undor the micro- 

scope—as tiny rods. 


These nro the lifg study of Dr. C. 
D. Darlington, F.R.S.. At Merton 
Park, near Wimbledon, he commands 
n research team whose work has 
changed the breeding of flowers ‘and 
fruits from n traditional art to an 
exact sclence. Cyril Dean Darlington 
—son of’n  schoolmnster—becama 
director of the famous John Innes 
Horticultural Institution at the ago 
of 35. ‘The John Innes'team worked 
out the inter-plantings of cherries, 
plums, apples and pears that are now 
standard frult-growing practice. Most 
of our cultivated fruit trees are self- 
sterile. An apple orchard with trees 
all of one varicty—Cox’s Orange 
Pippins, for example—would be 9 
failure. Tho blossom must de fertll- 
ised by pollen from other breeds. 
A million pollination . experiments 
by Darlington’s workers -have pro- 
duced plans for mixed plantings that 
havo increased yields by 20 per cent. 
Tho scientists have discovered that, 
many garden ‘fruits have moro]: 
chromosomes than their ‘wild ances- 
tors—twice, three times, even eight 
times op many. This inerense cauncs 
the new varicty to be bigger 
and hardier. Sometimes it can occur 
spontancously, 


Self-Fert te 


In Essex not Jong ago, one branch 
of a pear tree began to bear bigger 
fruit than tho rest. Examination 
showsd that {ts cells had 8 chromo- 
somes as against 34 in the rest of the 
tree. From that single branch a new 
giant variety of pear has been de-}. 
veloped. This is only one of many 
instances. Nowadays the scientists 
do not wait for these changes to hap~ 
pen accidentally, ‘They havo de- 
veloped artificial ways of alfecting 
the chromosome content of the cells. 
Ly exposing the flower-buds of fruit 
trees to powerful X-rays changes 
occur in the chromosomes, and the): 
old “sclfsterile’ varicties become 
“golf-fertile.”* By breeding {from 
these strains the research workers 
are producing irecs that will set 
huge. yields of fruit from thelr own 
pollen. q 


With a drug called colchiclno— 
an extract of tho autumn crocus— 
the John Innes workers are learning 
to achieve in three or tour yeurd, 
plant dovelopments that would take 
thousands of years by natural se- 
iection-and-chance,.
